Seriously III 
At German Home I 
BONN, 
Germany 
(AP)

Konrad .Adenauer, West Germa­ 
ny' s 91 -year old 
ex chancellor, 
was seriously ill Wednesday at 
his home in Rhoendorf. 
“There has been no change in 
his condition since this morn­ 
ing," a spokesman said Wednes­ 
day night. “The only thing is, 
there has not been the improve­ 
ment we expected.” 
The spokesman was Karl Ack-J 
ermann, long the chief press; 
officer of Adenauer's Christian 
Democratic party in the Bun­ 
destag. 
In the afternoon, he had is­ 
sued a statement that. Adenauer 
was ill with flu, complicated by 
bronchitis that put a “ strain on 
the whole organism.” 
Adenauer's regular physician, 
Dr.. Ella Bebber-Buch, called in, 
doctors from Bonn University] 
Hospital. A constant watch was 
being kept at the fomer chan­ 
cellor’s bedside.

There was a constant coming 
and going of family members, 
including the Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
Paul Adenauer, his son. News­ 
men and photographers clust­ 
ered around his home on a hill­ 
side overlooking the Rhine.

Get Facts, Then Gripe! 
T pH E human being abhors a change, and 
maybe that’s why there seem s to be a 
tem pest in a teapot at the form er M emorial 
hospital. Nurses and nurses’ aids swam ped 
The Mercury with letters about changes in 
routine there — changes the average, lovai 
w orker might accept as progress, but which 
others cannot seem to absorb. 
There is griping, for instance, about a 
change in aids’ uniforms, and the fear that 
workers must discard dresses they now own. 
This was charged in letters. But it seems to 
be far from the truth. The hospital declares 
there may be a change in uniform color, but 
suggests it would be willing to dye present 
white uniforms (without cost to the w orkers) 
so there would be no expense to the aid. 
One w riter to The M ercury complain­ 
ed about the use of disposable tissue. 
This is a m anagem ent order, and follows 
advice from hospital associations. Paper 
tissue—including bed clothing and sheet­ 
ing used in operating rooms—is discard­ 
ed in the interest of sanitation and clean­ 
liness. There may be a saving, too, in 
laundry costs. 
A charge was made that office person­ 
nel was increased. This hardly should con­ 
cern other workers. But it does. The answer 
is that of course clerical help has been added 
because m edicare alone has required em ­ 
ployment of additional work, as a plethora of 
form s needs to be filled.

And then a last griper Workers must 
appear on a certain day and certain time to 
pick up their pay. Isn’t this a general rule 
in industry? Every plant has a paytime — 
and the worker knows when it is. 
It is not factual, as charged, that the

money. Even though the hospital is a non­ 
profit organization, 
the 
merged 
hospitals 
have operated “ in the black” this year — 
and this indicates the m erger slowly is pay­ 
ing off in efficiency. 
As the world moves along, changes 
are made. The individual hospital worker 
m ust face progress, much as the indus­ 
trial worker had to adjust to automation. 
But it is hoped attention to the sick and 
injured will not suffer. Up to this tim e The 
M ercury has heard no complaints from this 
source.

So the dedicated hospital w orker m ust 
give the new merged group time to fact new 
problem s and quickly solve them . Let not 
the hospitalized suffer! 


Check the Facts 
TN the months ahead, prices are almost 
certain to rise. This was the opinion of 
spokesmen in the retail food distribution 
industry even before the guideline principle 
in wage negotiations was officially aban­ 
doned. 
Many observers expect m ajor strikes to 
take place in key industries. The inevitable 
result will be higher prices, and as prices 
rise, there will once again be a tendency to 
blam e the retail distributor, who must pass 
along to consum ers the ultim ate consequ­ 
ences of inflation. 
The irony of the situation is that even as 
governm ent fiscal policies encourage infla­ 
tion and higher prices, press releases will 
be pouring out of Washington describing the 
valiant efforts of public officials to hold the 
line and 
protect consumers by imposing 
m ore regulations and more curbs on a free 
m arket. 
People should realize current living stand­ 
ards are largely a result of the mass retail 
distribution system that evolved as a. partner 
to mass production. It is based on com peti­ 
tion in a free m arket — a m arket in which 
supply and demand and consumer choice in­ 
exorably weed out the unscrupulous and the 
inefficient m erchant. 
The effectiveness of mass distribution, as 
we know it today, is attested to by the fact 
th a t the modern superm arket or chain retail 
distributor is a leader in small net profit per 
dollar of sales. 
The next tim e you are tem pted to pin 
down the man across the counter from you 
with the comment that ‘‘the way prices are 
going up you, people must be making a 
fortune,” pause for a moment in. the nam e 
of fairness—check the facts.

Corregidor a Dead Duck . . . 
Planes Meant Its End . . .

* CORREGIDOR got all the play in the 25th 
anniversary year of its surrender. Bataan, 
a blotted page on US m ilitary history’. was 
unvisited because, 
as it turned out, 
the 
peninsula still was unchanged, a dust-swept 
wasteland. 
It was fitting to rem em ber Gen. Douglas 
MaeArthnr*s w ords: 
"Corregidor needs no comment from me. 
It has sounded its own story at the mouths of 
its guns.

But through the bloody haze 
of its last reverberating shot, I shall alwayt 
seem to see a vision of grim, gaunt, ghastly 
men—unafraid.”

ir WHILE BATAAN was a w asteland, Cor­ 
regidor was a mecca for those who wanted 
to re-live history. So tourists reclined in that 
hydrofoil carrying them from Manila to the 
Rock as the guide sing-songed the story. 
A haven of pirates in the pre - Spanish 
tim es, he said, Corregidor stood for centuries

Against an attack from the sea, 
Corregidor was im pregnable. But from the 
m ainland of Luzon and from the air, as it 
was subjected in April and May of 1942, the 
Rock had become utterly alone and helpless. 
Under the Spanish era, 
Corregidor 
served not only as a fortress of defens* 
and penal Institution, but also as a signal 
outpost to warn Manila of the approach 
of hostile ships and as a station for 
customs inspections. Its name, Corregi­ 
dor, is a Spanish word meaning "cor­ 
rector” . 
Corregidor is a tadpole-shaped Island 4 
miles long and l 1 a miles at its widest point. 
The total area is roughly about three square 
mles. Its bulbous head which points towards 
the China Sea rises prominently to a U rge 
iTat called Topside. Topside was the nerve 
center of the Rock and here was the bulk 
of the batteries that constituted its strength. 
Middle side is a small plateau which inter­ 
rupt the upward slope, and was the location 
of the enlisted m en’s barracks. 
Bottomside is the lowest part of the island 
and is the neck that connects the tail with the 
head of the Rock.

it ORGANIZED as an Am erican m ilitary 
reservation in 1902, a regular arm y post was 
established in 1908 on the Rock, designated 
as Ft. Mills, in honor of Brig. Gen. Samuel

BOHN TODAY 
Thomas Jefferson was born at Shadwell, 
Va., in 1743. and few men in history have 
been as talented, for he was a statesm an, 
w riter, scientist and architect. 
In his lifetim e he served the U.S. as the 
author of the Declaration of Independence, 
its second vice president, and its third presi­ 
dent. 
As a m em ber of the Virginia legislature 
he called for separation of church and state, 
a public school system , the discontinuance of 
the slave trade, and the gradual em anci­ 
pation of the Negro. 
After serving as wartime governor of 
his home state and a member of Congress, 
Jefferson succeeded Benjamin Franklin as 
m inister to France. 
He was nam ed secretary of State under 
W ashington, but resigned the position over 
long standing political and personal differ­ 
ences with Alexander Hamilton. 
Jefferson’s championship of states’ rights 
•nd agrarian interests resulted in the emer­ 
gence of the D em ocratic-Republican party, 
of which he was the leader.
